ALASKAN FISHERIES. 

The Minister of .fusticc Docs Not Apprehend 
Any Ulfflculty. 

Hon. Mr. Thompson, minister of jus- 
tice, in an interview at Winnipeg is thus 

reported : 

"Did you ascertain anytliing regarding 
tho Alaskan lisliery dispute '!" 

"Well, no I That is to say, I had some 
consultation with members of the British 
Columbia government, but up to the time 
1 left, no delinite particulars had been re- 
ceived." 

The l eijorter hero produced an extract 
from (lu; (\dl of .Aug. 19tli, setting forth 
that several Canadian schooners and 
steaiuors had been seized and were lying 
in Sitka harbor, and that the Indian 
crews liiul been turned out on the beach, 
but reinstated on the reinonstrances of 
citizens of Sitka Mr. Thompson scanned 
the item and said the report had been 
ret'cived after he lef( and he knew iio- 
thiiii; of it. 

"How do you account for the recent 
seizure of Canadian sealers and tishiiig 
boats in those waters ? 

"I do no! know what the grounds for 
the seizures are at all, .As far as we know 
there is nothint; appearing to justify 
them, nor anything which the L'nited 
States authorities can claim in justihcation 
thereof, consistent with their action of 
last year. So the seizures have probably 
taken place under a misaiiprehension or 
for some reason of which we have not 
heard. " 

"Do you think it is intended by way of 
retaliation for the seizures of American 
(isheriiicn on the Atlantic coast." 

"No, I do not think so. The circum- 
stances are not at, all jjarallel. On the 
Atlantic coast the goveinineiit only seized 
I hose vi;ss(;ls caught tisliing within the 
tliree iuile limit; and retaliation of that 
kind would be a more act of warfare or 
piracy. " 

"No, Russia h.ad no power to hand over 
any water riglits at the lime fit the trans- 
fer. Tlic riiiled .Slates established that 
she had none in those seas when nb'- • :. 
ed the teminry." 

"Do you think any dispute will arise 
out of the matter ?" 

"No, i think not; I have every oonli- 
deuce that the United States government 
will make reparation, or show that they 
had le.isdii fur sd acting. 1 do not ailtio-

ye \r. There had boon a general increase 
111 tho net iecoi|)Ls and iioirenlago earned 
on most of the lines in liidi;i, hut iimro 
espncitilly on tho grout Indian PeihiiHiila 
anil HHj[)ut,atm-iMahva railwaj's. In the 
cane of the former tlii.s siitisfiictory iMsiilt 
ia at,t,ribtitod to tho improvomont recorded 
under good traftio, toward which tho car- 
ruijf^ of cotton, wheat md raiiivuy ma- 
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terial mainly contributed. On the other 
hand there h;ul been a decrease on the 
Northweslorn raihvay, due to a large fall- 
ing oil' in the wheat export trade, ctiuaed 
by the high prices and scarcity of food 
grains jh tho Punjaub. Tho earnings for 
tho first three months of the present year 
show a slight decrease from tlmso 
of the corresponding period of Inst year, 
but n subatuntiol inipi-ovenient compared 
with the<rel;uhis f6r^885.' 

Ol'ENlNd^ UP CHINA. 

Only thosowho have read Gen. Wilson's 
lidmirable account of 'Uis inresti^tions in 
China, with reference to a possible con- 
cession by the government for building 
railroads, can appreciate the importjiiice 
uf the grant which is said to liavo been 
made to a syndicate of Amoricnn caj)itiil- 
ista. Gen. Wilsun si)iod out tho country 
not with tho oyo of tho tourist or tho iioli- 
bician, but with that "of the practical en- 
gineer, ciu-oless about sensations and 
iin.xious only to report fads. A.sa result, 
he lias given piidnilily the must, gr.aphic 
and reli.ihlu acccnint of tlieUliiiiaof to-day 
that was ever laid liefiue an English- 
reading [luhlie. !Se\ end of his conclus- 
ions, though apparently beyond dispute, 
are unexpeotodi and calculated to destrc >y 
orrouoous iniprossions currout concorning 
the I'Toweiy Kingdom. For one, he says 
that, Chin;i is now not a rteli country, lull, 
an exceedingly )iiiori>iie. The oecii|)atioii 
of the iieople ottlsiile of the large tov.-ns is 
agriculture exclusively. Thoy live frmii 
hand to mouth; the govermuont has all 
that it ciui do, under a vicious ad- 
niinistn*tivo system, to collect a 
modest revenue; and there is no 
reserve fund of woidtli in existence to 
be drawn from, oxi'cpt the [irivato fiu'- 
tiines of the upper iiieivantilo class, ilut 
also, contrary to general opinicm, it is re- 
l>orted that, far from bomg crowded to 
the limit of population, China is capable, 
under any modern industriid system, of 
siist .■lining it inucl; larger niinilier i >f iii- 
lial)it.-ints, even in the most piPindcnis por- 
tions, than the ;iSt),OllU,(HX) to 400,000,000 
with which she is credited to-day. Tho 
tirst ditUculty in the way of introduc- 
ing the great appliances of civilization is 
tlie ignorance of the people and their rul- 
ers. Not only are they content with their 
eonditiiiii and profoundly distrustful of 
fiuoign interference ot any sort; Init lie- 
itig without even iiiimes for the tilings 
which invention represents in modei n lifo 
it is almost impossible to convey j i" '" 
an idea of what ctm or onar''>'0> he done, 
h is like showing a r""ted bo^k t.. a 
child tli:.l has I- ^ learned the ;dpli.il.ct. 
I p to th" r'^'-'''^"' tioit' L'"Vcinineul 
1,^., ahsolutidy forliiihh'U the coli- 
struetion of railways. There are hut seViMi 
miles in nperation in the whole em- 
pire, the truck being used to connect a 
coal mine with the nearest shipping point 
by water; and this road, though operated 
with the tacit consent of the ofKci.ils, has 
never been seen hy thi'in .ind is uoniiiially 
a prohihiteil enterprise. In wliatc.er is 
done or pmpostal, it h,as hecn inadu' an 
ironclad comUtiou that, while (jtlier n.t- 
tions inaj' furnish the capitid, the work 
iiiiist lie done by Cliiiiesi' laborers, tlu' 
ci/iyi/i,;/. iiilist he ChiiH'Se, the aduiiuis- 
tration iiiiist be conimittt:d to Chinese 
bands, and the capital invested, though 
guaranteed a return, is not to be secured 
by any mortgage or lien that could oive it 
a possible permanent foothold in tlio em- 
pire. It will be hitcresting to noto«iiat 
iniproveineiit has been made iqioii those 
terms in t he concession which has ln-eii 
granted, acc(prdiiig to a report tli 
auilieiitie, to a iuinil.>er of I'hi 
capitiilists. That concession is .sanl to 
cover the construction of railroads ami 
telegraph and telephone lines, with the 
formatiim of a gretit intornational bank. 
The ri'port as to the bank has been de- 
nied, and di.scredit has been cast upiui the 
whole story; l)ut the arrival of 
a special envoy to negotiate gives 
it a substantial foundation. This 
departure from the couserv.it ism of 
centuries is due entirely to the com a t ion, 
forced upon the minds of certain pnivin- 
cial viceroys of gi(;at inlliiciicc in impi-i i.ii 
circles, that the introduclinii of i,ol\v,i_\s 
is essential to Uliina for self-preservation. 
The rapid progi'ess of liussia in raihviiy 
building in Asia, and the great ])rojects 
which I'higlutid eoiilemplales ill the same 
held, have lille.l eiiligli I ciicd ( 'hi iiese with 
al.-irni. Tlicy icali/.c that, with these twn 
great ]jowcis, intent ii|M,n territorial ag- 
graiidi/.eiiieiit, pushing hard on the im- 
perial Hanks, and with .an immense terri- 
tory which is weak at every point and de- 
fenseless in a inilitarj' .sense because of 
the aliseiice of , all means of coiinncin ic.i- 
lion, China must at no disl.-inl day lall a 
prey to one or liotliof her ;iHihitii.iiis 
iieighliors. It is of necessity ,uid not of 
choice that China is reluctantly yiehling 
to the introduction of innovations b^- na- 
tiuns which the mass of her jieople rugard 
to-day about as the European regards the 
tribes of Central Africa.
